Captured by Indians. 


ST. PAUL, June 14.—A special train 


over the Northern Pacific railroad left 
last evening with Company D, Third in- 
fantry, United States regulars, and will 
hasten with all possible speed to Brain- 
ered, Minn., where the troops will debark 
and march until this evening, when it is 
expected they will arrive at Leech Lako 
reservation, where trouble of such serious 
nature exists that soldiers are needed. 
Dispatches from that region are very 
meagre, but very urgent, the last of them 
reading: ur>r. Walker is a prisoner at 
Leech Lake and must have aid at once. 
Send ollioers and troops at once." 


Information received from Park Bap- 


ids, Grand liapids and Deep Ki ver, points 
along tlui edge of the Leech Lake reser- 
vation, is all of the same general pur- 
port, but meagre as to details. Dr. James 
II. Walker, the resident physician at 
Leech Lake, and a companion went out 
hunting on Monday morning, and the 
former by accident, iu shooting at a fawn, 
shot and so seriosly wounded a popular 
young Indian that he died in a few hours. 


This so angered the Indians on the 


reserve, a little over 400 in number, that 
they gave the hunters chase and captured 
Dr. Walker. They hurried him into the 
woods, several miles away, and what 
lias been done with him can only be con- 
jectured. The general belief is that he 
has been scalped aud cut to pieces by 
ilie Chippewas, who are very ugly when 
drinking. There is fear also that settlers 
along the reserve will suffer, as the Chip- 
pewas have three times in the last half 
dozen years driven off the whites. There 
is still hope, however, that the Indiana 
are holding Dr. Walker in the hope of 
securing a bribe from the government.

Xow tliat the great naval display in

The United States lias very few, if 


any, of its powerful vessels abroad look- 
ing after the rights of our citizens who 
are away iu foreign lands or the com- 
mercial interests which are the sinews 
of the State.

place for a couple of vessels, Chinese 
waters might hold one, Samoa and the 
Sandwich Islands could probably supply 
work for another, and the coast of Eu- 
rope would make cruising ground for 
another. The foreign powers do this 
tiling in no small degree, and if Europe 
can afford to keep her vessels from 
grounding home shores, there's 110 rea- 
son why the United States cannot do 
the same thing. It is said that an En- 
glish, French or German cruiser insures 
respect to the tlags of those countries 
abroad. Why should not the Stars and 
Stripes be respected in a like manner

by the record of the Twenty-first Ohio. 
In the course of the battle that regiment 
fired 43,.j.jo rounds of fixed ammunition, 
and fought till its last shot was expend- 
ed. It suffered a loss of one officer and 
fifty men killed, three officers and nine- 
ty-eight men wounded, and twelve olli- 
eers aud 104 men captured; yet even such 
inaguiliceut bravery as its men exhibited 
could not suffice to give victory to the 
Union arms. 


The total number of troops engaged 


on either side in the battle has never 
been satisfactorily determined. The to- 
t-il strength of the army of Eosecrans 
was from 55,000 to 1)5,1)00 effective men, 
and quite likely was not far from the 
lirst-nained figure. Bragg's force has 
been variously estimated aa having been 
from less than 50,000 to fully 70,000. The 
probabilities are that the two armies in 
number were very evenly matched. 


The losses o£ Rosecrans in killed, 


wounded and missing, were over 10,000 
men. 
The losses of Bragg seem to have 


been at least as heavy, for there was ter- 
rific slaughter during his desperate at- 
tempts to drive Thomas from Horseshoe 
Ridge. Were we to consider as accurate 
the Federal estimate of the Confederate 
loss and the Confederate estimate of the 
Federal loss, the figures would be very 
greatly increased.— liln,: and Gray.

The proposed canal will be about 
328 miles long and 143 feet wide, except 
at points where vessels can pass each 
other, where its width will be over 200 
feet. The depth will be twenty-seven 
and one-iialf feet, and there will be 
twenty-two double locks.

tenth of an inch beneath where the bul- 
let struck. It seems likely, therefore, 
that a soldier wearing the armor would 
suffer some pain on being struck by a 
bullet, aud at a short distance might 
even be rendered insensible, but it is 
thought he could not be seriously in- 
jured.

WASHINGTON, June 16,1893. 


Editor of Compiler: President Cleve- 


land is deeply interested in the efforts 
that are being made to ascertain if the 
carelessness of any person w;>.s responsi- 
ble for the horrible tragedy in Ford's 
old theatre, which killed 21 and injured 
sixty-odd clerks in the Becovda Pensions 
office of the TVar Department, although 
he has wisely refrained from taking any 
action that might be considered as inter- 
fering with the properly-constituted au- 
thorities now engaged in that task. 
Great pressure is being brought to bear 
on him to suspend or remove Col. Ains- 
worth, the army officer who is at the 
head of that office, and upon whom a 
great many people are disposed to place 
the blame, but Mr. Cleveland's idea of 
fair play is such that it is nob probable 
that he will take any action until there 
is more tangible evidence of Col. Ains- 
worth's guilt than public clamor for 
making him a scapegoat. If he be 
guilty surely that fact can hardly escape 
the coroner's jury now investigating and 
the army court of inquiry which will 
take the matter up at the close of the 
inquest. 


The improvement in the financial situa- 


tion has been very marked during the 
last few days, and Treasury officials and 
otters who keep close watch on financial 
affairs believe thut the turn luis come in 
the flow of gold abroad and that the 
situation will continue to improve. It 
is certain that the gold in the Treasury 
is again increasing at ;i gratifying rate 
and that there is at present no demand 
for gold for shipment abro;ul. Secretary 
Morton expresses the opinion that from 
now on our cereals will take the place of 
the gold which we have been shipping to 
Europe, and the fact that the large 
amount of gold which the Rothschilds 
contracted to furnish Austria has all 
been delivered is also thought to have 
been a factor in causing a cessation in 
the European demand for gold. 


The Government has lost in actual 


cash, according to Secretary Carlisle's 
figures, in carrying out the provisions ot 
the Sherman silver law, nearly $11,000,- 
000, representing the difference between 
the amount paid! for the silver now stored 
in the Treasury vaults and its present 
selling price. If it really had to be sold 
at once the loss would probably be much 
greater because of the further deprecia- 
tion in price that would follow placing 
such a large quantity of silver on the 
market. 


Among the consular appointments 


made this week was that of IJenningtoii 
R. Bedle, of New Jersey, to be Consul 
at Sheffield, England, in place of Benja- 
min Folsom, resigned. Mr. Folsom, 
who has held the position since his ap- 
pointment early in the first Cleveland 
administration, is a cousin of Mrs. Cleve- 
1 nd's and as "Cousin Beu," he figured 
in all the Republican papers as proof 
that President Cleveland was not in 
earnest when he declared himself oppos- 
ed to nepotism. Wonder that those 
same fellows will say now that Mr. Fol- 
som has voluntarily resigned ? The 
chances are that they will ignore it en- 
tirely and say nothing. 


Secretary Carlisle has, in one respect, 


a long lead of all the other heails of de- 
partments. Since taking charge of the 
Treasury he has replaced more than 200 
Republican officials, outside the classified 
service, with good Democrats.

A letter received by Mr. Cleveland 


this week furnishes conclusive proof, if 
proof were needed, of the wisdom of the 
establishment in the Pension Bmeiiu of 
a Board of Revision, the sole duty of 
which is to go over all the pensions that 
have been granted under the law of J890 
and determine whether they were grant- 
ed in accordance with a proper construc- 
tion of that law. The writer of this let- 
ter, Mr. J. M. Burnett, is an ex-employe 
of the office, who voluntarily resigned 
during the last administration because 
he could not conscientiously take part in 
carrying out Raum's methods. He tells 
the President of a large number of pen- 
sions illegally granted, and gives names, 
dates, and the numbers of the applica- 
tions, so that his statements may l>e easi- 
ly verified. 
He says that thousands of 


pensions have been illegally granted, 
and that they are not confined to cases 
in which the law was wrongfully con- 
strued, but include an enormous num- 
ber granted in direct violation of law. 
Mr. Burnett concludes by expressing the 
belief that at least $50,000,000 a year can 
be saved by a thorough and rigid purg- 
ing and revision of the pension rolls. 


Kew Pension Order. 


Judge Lochren, the commissioner of 


pensions, with the approval of Secretary 
Hoke Smith, has issued the following 
important order as to adjudicating and 
Sxing rates of pension under the act of 
June 27,1S90: 


1. A claim for pension under the sec- 


ond section of the act of June 27,1890, 
can only be allowed upon proof of men- 
tal or physical disability of a permanent 
character, not the result of the claim- 
ant's own vicious habits, incapacitating 
him for the performance of manual labor 
in such degree as to render him unable 
to support himself. 


2. No specific injury or disability can 


;is such have a pensionable rating under 
that act, nor be considered otherwise 
than as it affects the capacity of the 
claimant to perform ordinary manual 
labor. 


S. Proof that the disability is not the 


result of the claimant's own vicious 
habits is requisite; and therefore the 
causes and circumstances of the origin of 
the disability should be shown by the 
evidence furnished in support of the 
claim for pension, so far as can be done, 
and by persons other than the claimant. 


4. To give the claimant a pension un- 


der this act the disability must be such 
as to incapacitate him for the perfortn- 
auce of manual labor in such a degree as 
to reader him unable to earn a support; 
yet the act recognizes differences in the 
degree of such pensionable disability, 
giving $12 per month in case of the 
greatest

lowest degree of such pensionable disa- 
bility rendering the claimant unable to 
to earn a support by manual labor. It 
also provides for interment. The proper 
ratings under this act, will, therefore, 
be made in accordance with such rules 
for rating as the medical referee shall 
prescribe, subject to the approval of the 
commissioner.

SHAREHOLDERS MUST 
PAY. 
A 


Washington dispatch says Comptroller 
Eckels has adopted a new policy regard- 
ing assessments upon the shareholders 
of failed national banks. He proposes 
to collect what he believes will be neces- 
sary from shareholders as soon as he can 
make an estimate of the amount, with- 
out waiting for other assets to be dispos- 
ed of. H is in pursuance of this policy 
that he has made an assessment of 100 
per cent, upon the shareholders of the 
Commercial National bank of Nashville, 
which recently failed. This heavy as- 
sessment is due to the conviction that 
the bank has been robbed to a large ex- 
tent and that the assets will yield little 
return. He does not consider it neces- 
sary to determine the liability of the 
shareholders with absolute precision, for 
he will be able to return to them any 
small balance that may remain when the 
affairs of the bank are finally closed by 
the receiver. 


The object of the new policy is to re- 


cover from all shareholders alike in- 
stead of giving an opportunity to the 
irresponsible and dishonest to dispose of 
their property and snap their fingers in 
the face ot the receiver. 


Governor Pattison has approved the 


following bills: 


Regulating the trial and confinement 


of children under 1« years. 


Fixing the places where the assessors 


shall sit to perform their duties, under 
the Baker ballot law. 


Increasing the salary of the Lieuten- 


ant Governor to $5,000; of the chief 
clerk and corporation clerk in the Audi- 
tor General's department to ,*3,000 each; 
of the chief clerk and the corporation 
clerk in the State Department to $2,200 
and $1,600 respectively, and of the chief 
clerk to the Attorney General to $2,200- 
providing for county morgues; for the 
assessment of damages where streets 
and alleys are changed in grade or loca- 
tion; relating to the sale of real estate 
of decedents, and the act enabling tax- 
payers of rural districts to contract for 
making roads at their own expense. 


The Governor vetoed the bill author- 


izing the Orphans' Court of any county, 
upon petition to appoint a commission- 
er to inquire into the advisability of 
founding a charge upon any lands by 
last will and testament, and upon his re- 
port, to decree the appointment of a 
trustee to hold, and invest the fund, and 
further authorizing the Court to make a 
decree discharging the land from the 
lien of the charge.

20,000 strong, aud under tbe leadership of 
Chiel Marshall Frank Wenter was divided 
into eight divisions, each of which was ac- 
companied by magnificent floats depicting 
some event or character prominent in tbe 
history cf the Fatherland aud America.

Dairy Tests at Cornell. 


Tliere is such !i wi<le difference in 


the characteristics of dairy cows that 
to arrive at correct knowledge of what 
>» cow should iKTform in a year is very 
difficult, as the kinds of food, its cost, 
the pasture, climate, breed and man- 
agement effect the result with each in- 
dividual. Some experiments recently 
made at Cornell University, however, 
are too valuable to be overlooked, as 
they throw light on the cost and pro- 
duction, which is of advantage to all 
Interested. 


Twenty cows, mostly grades, Imt 


nearly pure breii, of several breeds, 
were fed both winter and summer 
The average cost of the food consumed 
was *40.i5 for one year; the highest 
for any one cow Iwing SS3.3S, and the 
lowest *3«.21. The pasture was charged 
lo each eon- at 30 ceiit per week. Dur- 
ing the time the cows were at pasture 
the grain ration was made up of three 
parts bran and one part cottonseed. 
During the winter eacli cow received a 
daily ration of 15 pounds hay, from 50 
to « pounds ensilage, lo pounds roots, 
ana B pounds grain, the smaller cows re- 
ceiving 5 pounds less of hay and 10 
pounds less of ensilage; the hay being 
valued at $9 per ton, the ensilage at 
$1.75 per ton, roots at *2 i>er ton, and 
Vran at *18 per ton. Oats, cottonseed 
meal, corn meal, cornstalks and cutgrass 
v ere also given.

cows yielded the same. It was demon- 
strated, however, that with a fairly 
good herd, carefully kept and fed, milk 
caii be produced at Do cents per 100 
pounds (about 50 quarts), and butter 
fat for 16 cents per pound, for the cost 
of food consumed. The larger cows 
consumed less pounds of dry matter 
per 1,000 pounds live^ weight per day 
than did the smaller animals, and it 
was ascertained that for the production 
of milk and fat no food was as cheap 
and good as pasture grass. 
B< The best yields of fat were obtained 
from cows that gave at least a large 
flow of milk, and cows consuming the 
most food produced both milk and fat 
at the lowest rate. The average yield 
of milk was 7,240 pound, the largest 
being 11,105 pounds and the lowest 
2,829.75 pounds. The largest yield of 
fat 
in the milk was 439 pounds, 


the average being 2SS.G2 pounds. The 
cow giving the largest yield of milk (a 
grade Ilolstein) was second in butter 
fat (418 pounds), and the cow giving 
the largest amount of butter fat was 
second in yield of milk (10,734 pounds). 
If the butter fat had been made into 
butter the 28-5.02 pounds average of 
fat would have given 357 pound of but- 
ter per cow. A portion of the fat is also 
lost in the skim milk and buttermilk. 
While the test mentioned was with 
twenty animals, yet the great differ- 
ence existing in cows, even of the same 
breed, might cause results not so satis- 
factory with another lot of twenty. 


The Geary Law Inoperative. 


It may be taken as a favor of fortune 


that the statesmen who framed the 
Geary law and put it through Congress 
forgot to attach to it an appropriation of 
money, making its execution possible. 
They have thus relieved the President 
of the duty of doing what he would have 
had to do had the necessary means been 
given him. The incarceration and de- 
portation of a hundred thousand CMnese 
would require the expenditure of mil- 
lions, while not a dollar has been appro- 
priated for the purpose, and as the Con- 
stitution does not permit the President 
to draw money from the Treasury "but 
in consequence of appropriations made 
by law," he can use no public funds for 
the enforcement of the Geary law, for 
which no appropriation has been made. 
The demagogues may fume and threaten, 
but they cannot compel the President to 
violate a fundamental law of our consli-1 
tutiooal government for the purpose of 
executing a legislative act the execution 
of which was not provided for. Thus we 
may at least escape the disgrace of see- 
ing practically consummated by execu- 
tive act, in the name of the American 
people, that which the American people 
are heartily ashamed of, for it is hardly 
to bo assumed that the new Congress 
will leave the Geary law on the statute- 
book, or even vote money for its enforce- 
ment in the face of the public sentiment 
wliieli in the mean time has made itself 
heard against it, and which, when arous- 
ed, speaks in more powerful tones to the 
politicians in Congress ttian the orators 
of the sand lots in San Francisco.—llnr-
